1959 HUNTING REGULATIONS
I shall attempt to answer all 

the questions that I have been 
asked in the last few weeks about 
the new hunting regulations.

The cost of th« license which is 
good from July 1 to June 30, 1960 
is $4. This is the basic license 
and allows you to shoot the basic 
small game such as rabbits, dove, 
and quail.

In addition there are necessary 
the following stamps and permits. 
Deer tag*, $2; Pheasant tags, $2; 
Bear tags, $1; and Duck stamps 
which are Federal Stamps.

Every person that hunts must 
have a hunting license when hunt­ 
ing any kind of game. (These al­ 
ways are hard to find near the 
season opening so git yaurs ear­ 
ly-) Resident citizens under 16 
years of age must complete a 
course of instruction and present 
a certificate of completion before 
they can obtain a license which 
costs $1.
